Recreation Supt. 
Howell Urges Support 
Of Proposal No. 1 


Edwin S. Howell, Superintendent 
of Recreation stated today that it 
was only fitting and proper that 
the Recreation Department state 
its present and post-war needs. He 
pointed out that the citizens of 
Albany will be voting on a charter 
amendment, Albany’s Proposal No. 
1, on the November 7th ballot, and 
urged that the voters consider the 
present and post-war needs of the 
Recreation Department. 

Howell pointed out that it is a 
recognized fact that there is a de- 
finite need for a Municipal Recrea- 
tional center large enough to ac- 
commodate the physical and social 
needs of children and adults resid- 
ing in Albany. Space should be 
provided in this center for the Pre- 


school Play Center, Girl Scouts, 
Boy Scouts, Campfire Girls and 
other youth and civic organiza- 


tions. 


“Today, we find Albany without ! 


an adequate public recreational 
center at a time that delinquency 
growing in the Bay area as it 
will continue to grow in the post- 
war era unless adequate recreation- 
al facilities are provided for 
citizens,” he declared. 

“If we were to survey other re- 
creational needs,” Howell empha- 
sized, “we would find a playground 
has long been needed on the west 
side of San Pablo Avenue . . . the 
remodeling of Terrace Park is es- 
sential if that area is to serve its 
purpose Memorial Park im- 
provements are badly needed and 
the addition of night softball lights 
would afford teen agers and adults 
evening leisure opportunities for 
play ... Marin and Cornell School 
playgrounds are inadequate to meet 
the present school enrollment and 
should be expanded to provide ade- 
quate educational and recreational 
opportunities for that age group 
and swimming facilities are needed 
in Albany as there is a large de- 
mand for that type of education 
and recreation for our adults and 
children.”
